Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to present my Annual Report for the Year 1956, 


Statistics for the year were very satisfactory = the birth rate of the 
district was a slight reduction on 1955 and just below the corresponding figure of 
15.7 for England and Wales as a wholes The death rate of 83 is below that of the 
national figure of 11.7. 


Infantile mortality rate was nil, no children under the age of 1 year 
having died. 


Notified infectious diseases were few, of the total of 36, whooping cough 
accounted for 19. No diphtheria, poliomyclitis and again no new cases of tuberculosis 
were reported.e 

Water supplies for Ketton and Ryhall have been adequate in quantity and 
quality~bpoth supplies are chlorinated at source and satisfactory bacteriological 
tests have been madee Mains were laid in the village of Tixover and the new piped 
water supply from a bore hole is nearing completion for Clipsham. 


Ryhall sewerage system has worked satisfactorily although connections to the 
sewer have been "slow but steady", 


Ketton and the Castertons are in definite need of a main sewerage and 
disposal scheme, especially Little Casterton, 


The final 10 houses of the 42 house phase at Ryhall were completed. 


There were no reported cases of food poisoning.

Thirtytwo Plans were deposited during the year; of these 28 vere 
approved uncer the Buildin Byelaws, 1 was disap»roved and 3 vere exempt from the 
eae The approved Plans included those for 5 new dwellings (4 at Ryhall and 1 at 
Ketton )e 


Ten Guuncil fouses were completed at Byhall and 1 private louse at Ketton. 


scavenging 


I am pleased to report that this service has operated during the yer 
snoothly and with very few complaintse A snecial revort vas fvrnished during the 
year and my recommendation that overtime should be inevrred to cover all loss of 
working hours by holidays, siclness and other out of course evexts has been adopted and 
worked Very well, The issue of dustbins under the hire schene has proeecded steadily 
without recourse to further notices, the sehene having provived its owm advertisement. in: ? 
this respect the foreman and collectors ire delng a good job in explaining the scheme in 
cases where there are unsuitable receptaclese Some 180 staniard bins are now in use 
and more are still being recuestede 


Severaze 


The yhall Scheme has operated satisfactorily during the ycare The rate of 
conseetion to the sewer has been slow out steady. In all 6% dro-ises were connected 
suring the year and 58 closets, including 32 at the lder Council ilouses were 
coaverted from pails to W.C's. 


A scheme for severing the «rish of Little Casterton was orepsred by the 
Gouneil's Envzineers and suboitted for ‘inisterial approval (uring the year

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Water Supplies 


The supplies for tho Ketton and Ryhall areas have avain been adeavate both 


in quantity and quality and the bacteriological quality of the water from the 


Collyweston spring has shown some inprovenent but all water supplied through the 
Council's mains in chlorinated and samples of chlorinated water hove been vniformly 
satisfactorye 


The laying of wains at TMxower was carried out and conpleted during the year 
but connection of houses is proceeding very slowly despite the provision of free 
connections to the boundury of properties. 


At Clipsham further delays in connection with the pumphouse supply tank and 
electricity supply have mcant the continued use of the water theough the temporary 
scheme throushout the year although the meinelaying was carricd out expeditiously. 
This scheme has been dogged with various isfortunes throughout but I hope that in my 
next report I can recon its completion in entiritye 


Losses by bursts caused a good deal of concern on ¢.e Ryhall group 
scheme in which a number of leaks caused a considerable rise in quontigy of water 
cummede A number of defective communicating pipes were found 2d repaired with 
consequent reduction in pumping costse 


Six sanples of chlorineted water were all revorted satisfactory 
baeteriolopic:lly and of $ samples of unchlorinated water 5 wore satisfactory and 3 
vnsatisfactory. 


Housing Ins»ectoin 


With the completion of the finzl 10 of the scheme for 42 hovses at Ryhall 
and the withdrayal of the Government Mousin: Subsidy, the Council's schemes have for 
the “ime bein= cone to an end, Even with the aid of the Sium Clearance Subsidy 
rents are such that few dwellers in such houses can afford the reot of a new house and 
therefore slim clearance for the ~-ine deing is likely to procced only as relets become 
available. 


Seven application for Improvezent Grants vere reecived and after investigation 
recommended for srante A grant was mae by the Council in each cases
